Roberts, the three candidates for congress 
in the eleventh district are “whooping” the 
boys up from day to day, and the predic- 
tion is made easy that before this merry 
eampaign is done with, there will not be a 
stump in the whole district that doesn’t 
bear the footprints of these ubiquitous 
politicians. 

-' This a triangular congressional campaign 
‘with the emphasis on the “angular.” 

There is nothing smooth about it. Tran- 
quility is a foreign word. Everybody is 
talking politics; everybody is angry with 
everybody else because they differ with 
them about who should go to congress; 
everybody is willing to stake their last suit 


‘of clothes and wear a bathing suit the rest 


of the summer that nobody but their candi- 

date will go to congress. And so it goes. 
Of course, amid such a condition of af- 

fairs, there is no man under the sun who

ean predict the result of the election or 
tell with even a faint degree of accuracy 
who is in the lead now. 

Down here among the pines the color of 
the political situation is already at white- 
heat, and the candidates say they have just 
started. 

The history of the campaign is familiar 
to every one at all familiar with Georgia 
politics, for this is one congressiofial cam- 
paign in which all Georgia is concerned. 
It is the new district recently formed. It 
is a district made of counties taken from 
the first and second districts including the 
county in which Congressman Turner, of 
the second, lived. Thus he came to be in 
the race being already in congress. 


s<- Judge Spencer Atkinson entered the race 


‘gome time. ago, resigning the judgeship of 
the Brunswick circuit when he entered so 
as to give himself entirely over’ to the work 
before him. . 

Judge Dave Roberts, of HDastman, is in 
the race, but so far has not been stumping 
The lower part of the district as have At- 
kinson and. Turner, preferritg presumably 
to keep quiet and work votes as though on 
a “still hunt.” 

Judge Atkinson’s friendliness to the al- 
Hiance and to the principles outlined gener- 
ally in the Ocala platform, has been the 
cause of half the excitement that has been 
aroused in the campaign. Congressman 
Turner claims to be running on a “straight- 
out democratic” platform, a term which in 


: itself throws a question upon the position 


of his rival, Judge Atkinson, whether in- 
tended or not. 

This brought the fight against Atkinson 
out in the aspect of a fight for democracy 
against something that isn’t democracy, 
and this is what stirs Atkinson and his 
supporters up like buzzing hornets in a 
nest, for Atkinson indignantly protests 
against being classed as anything but a 
democratic candidate. He calls himself an 
“Ocala democrat.” 

Thus it would seem that all of the can- 
didates in the eleventh are democrats, and 
the wonder is why should the campaign be 
so heated here.

“I see that at one of the precincts in 
Coffee county, on Saturday, the mana- 
gers of the election declined to receive votes 
offered to be cast for you upon the ground 
that the Ocala demands which they approve 
were undemocratic. What do you think 
of this?” 

“No democratic convention which has 
ever been held’ in Georgia or elsewhere, 
as far as I can learn, has undertaken to 
prescribe the principles as enunciated in the 
Ocala demands.

“The Cleveland Craze.”’ 

We are indebted to Mr. Henry Watter- 
son for this apt and vivid characterization 
of the efforts of those who are striving 
to force on the democratic party a candi- 
date who is sure to be defeated. The 
phrase occurs in a long letter which Mr. 
Watterson writes from Washington. to 
his paper, The Courier-Journal. What Mr. 
Watter@n, who is one of the warmest 
friends of the ex-president, calls “the 
Cleveland craze,” The Constitution has 
called “Clevelandism.” Both terms are 
descriptive of a wild effort to commit the 
party to defeat by identifying it with the 
fortunes (or misfortunes) of a candidate 
who cannot possibly carry his own state. 

Mr. Watterson’s protest against “the 
Cleveland craze” will undoubtedly have 
great weight with democrats who have 
their wits about them, not only because 
it comes from a hand not unfriendly to 
Mr. Cleveland, but because of the plain 
facts set forth and the inevitable and 
unanswerable conclusions drawn there 
from. 

We have taken the liberty of making 
extended extracts from Mr. Watterson’s 
letter. The situation has never been more 
clearly described, nor the facts more 
clearly put. Behind the controversy which 
whirls around the Cleveland movement, 
there are matters of much larger concern. 
The success of the party is involved. 
Mr. Cleveland may be “the greatest liv- 
ing democrat,” or the “greatest democrat 
that ever lived,” as some of those wh6d 
are infected with the craze maintain, but 
if it can be demonstrated, as in the case 
of Mr. Cleveland, that he cannot win 
he ceases to be interesting as a proba- 
ble candidate. 

Mr. Watterson calls attention to the 
fact which has been frequently empha- 
sized in these columns, that the mug- 
wump press of New York, which is at 
the head and front of the Cleveland craze, 
is potent among the democrats only for 
mischief. It was able in 1888, to drive 
away from Mr. Cleveland more voters 
than it could carry to him, and its capac- 
ity for working harm has greatly increas- 
ed since. The mugwump press is now 
engaged in carrying on a most energetic 
campaign in behalf of Mr. Clevéland, 
but its hatred of demoeracy and the dem- 
ocratic party is so sincere that it is able 
to advocate the ex-president 
only by viciously attacking other 
distinguished democrats and 
slandering democratic organizations. 
Even if Mr. Cleveland were one of the 
most popular democrats of New York, 
he would be unable to overcome the sin- 
ister effects produced in the minds of dem- 
ocratic voters by the violence and the 
bitterness of the mugwump press. 

Mr. Watterson says in his letter that he 
has been in Washington two weeks, and 
has yet to meet a democrat who does 
not privately agree with him as to the 
conditions in New York, and the certain 
defeat which awaits the democratic party 
in the nomination of Mr. Cleveland; yet 
these very democrats, says Mr. Watter- 
son, permit themselves to be publicly 
quoted as favoring the nomination of 
Grover Cleveland. The editor of The 
Courier-Journal characterizes this as 
cowardice—the sort of dishonesty that is 
born of thrift and fear, and he touches 
with severity on the attitude of those 
public men who permit themselves to be 
used as witnesses to a falsehood both dan- 
gerous and cruel to their party. 

Mr. Watterson is not for Hill; he refuses 
to entertain a belief that the New York 
senator is a factor in the race; but this 
attitude on his part only emphasizes the 
impartial and fearless manner in which 
he approaches the question of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s nomination. We commend his rea- 
sons and his conclusions. to the thought- 
ful attention of our readers.

Avery, and especially the latter’s printed 
letters on the subject, are rapidly enlist- 
ing public interest in the matter, and 
the resolution of our Chamber of Com- 
merce recommending organized and unit- 
ed action on the part of southern corpor- 
ations, railway, financial, comniercial and 
industrial bodies will doubtless have a 
happy effect. 

We have the material basis for direct 
trade, and with the co-operation of com- 
munities and citizens there is good reason 
to believe that our coast and gulf cities 
will soon enjoy direct traffic communt- 
cation with the ports of HKurope. 

This is the road to financial and com-

Brutalizing Spectacles. 

It must be admitted that lynch law is 
a very dangerous mode of administering 
justice. Even when its victims deserve 
their fate, and wheh good: men and 
women feel that the lynchers.are blame- 
less, it cannot be denied that the punish- 
ment of criminals by mobs has a ten- 
dency to increase lawlessness. 

Colonel Bob Ingersoll says if a com- 
munity violates the law; why should not 
the individual? The example is bad. Hor- 
rible punishment hardens the commu- 
nity. A man who liad never before com- 
mitted a crime went to Alexandria, Va., 
to see two negroes Hanged for murder 
and robbery. That night he. niurdered a 
man in the’ grounds of the Smithsonian 
institute at Washington. He was execut- 
ed, and a man who. witnessed his hang- 
ing went home the same day and killed 
his wife. 

If these lawful public executions have 
such a bad effect, it is plain that the law- 
less and turbulent work of the lynchers 
must be still more evil in its influence. 
Nearly every state has abolished the 
whipping post because such spectacles 
brutalized the people, and made them 
more violent. The sight of blood influences 
many men, and turns them into demons. 

All this is undoubtedly true, and yet 
it does very little good to dwell upon 
it. The best citizens “may honestly 
denounce lawless violence ali their lives, 
and suddenly resort to it themselves when 
some outrageous wrong fires their blood 
and throws them off their balance. 

The occasional. lynchings in the south 
do not mean that our people dre lawless. 
They are deplored, but in some 
tional cases men cannot control them-

purchasable negro votes between. Consider | 
such a status. If the negroes were skillfully 
led—~and leaders would not be Ilacking—it 
would give them the balance of power—a 
thing not to be considered. If their. vote . 
was not compacted, it would invite the de- 
bauching bid of factions, and drift surely to 
that which was the most corrupt and cunning. 
With the shiftless habit and irresoluiton of 
slavery days stili possessing him, the negro 
voter will not in this generation, -adrift from 
war issues, become a_ steadfast partisan, 
through conscience or conviction. In every 
community there are colored men who redeem 
their race from this reproach, and who vote 
under reason. Perhapg, in time, the bulk of 
this race may thus adjust itself. But, 
through what long and monstrous periods of 
political debauchery this status would be 
reached, no tongue can tell. 

The clear and unmistakable domination of 
the white race, dominating not through vio- ° 
lence, not through party alliance, but through 
the integrity of its own vote and the largeness 
of its sympathy and justice, through which it 
shall compel the support of the better classes 
of the colored race—that is the hope and as- 
surance of the south. Otherwise, the negro 
would be bandied from one faction to another. 
His credulity would.be played upon, his cu- 
pidity tempted, his. impulses misdirected, his 
passions. inflamed. . He would be forever. in 
alliance with that, faction which was most » 
desperate anc unserupulous... Such’ a_ state 
would be worse than reconstractiop;.for then . 
intelligence was banded, and its. speedy’ tri- | 
umph assured. But with intelligence and 
property divided—bidding and overbidding for 
place and patronage—irritation increasing 
with each conflict—the bitterness of despera- 
tion seizing every heart—political debauchery 
deepening as each faction staked its all in the 
miserable game—there would be no end to 
this—until our suffrage was hopelessly sullied, 
our people forever divided and our most sa- 
cred rights surrendered, * * * 

This problem is not only enduring, but it is 
widening. The exclusion of the Chfnese is 
the first step in the revolution that shall save 
liberty and law and religion to’ this land, and 
in peace and order, not enforced on the gal- 
lows or at the bayonet’s end, but proceeding 
from the heart of an harmonious people, shall 
secure in the enjoyment of these rights, and 
the control of this republic, the homogeneous 
people that established and have maintained 
it. The next step will be taken when some 
brave statesman, looking demagogy in the 
face, shall move to call to the stranger at our 
gates, ‘‘Who comes here?” admitting every 
man who seeks a home or honors. our institu- 


.tions, and whose habit and blood will rg 


with the native current, but excluding all who 
seek to plant anarchy or to establish alien 
men or measures on our soil, and will then 
demand that the standard of our citizenship 
be lifted and the right of acquiring our suf- 
frage be abridged. When that day comes— 
and God speed its coming—the position of the 
south will be fully understood, and eévery- 
where approved. Until then, let us—giving 
the negro every right, civil and _ political, 
measured in that fullness! the strong should 
always accord to the weak—holding him 
in closer friendship and sympathy than he is 
held by those who would crucify us for his 
sake—realizing that on his prosperity ours de- 
pends—let us resolve that never by external 
pressure or internal division shall he establish 
dominion, directly or indirectly, over that 
race that @verywhere has maintained its su- 
premacy. Let this resolution be cast on the 
Ines of equity and justice. Let it be the 
pledge of honest, safe and impartial adminis- 
tration, and we shall command the support of 
the colored race itself, more dependent than 
any other on the bounty and protection of. 
government. Let us be wise and patient,.and 
we shall secure through its acquiescence what 
otherwise we should win through conflict and 
hold in insecurity. .

Ys ‘That Proposed by the Woodward | 


Investigating Ordinance 
MR. WOODWARD THINKS IT WILL PASS, 


And Gives His Reasons for Introducing. 
It Was Aimed at No Partiou- 
lar Official. 


That ordinance of Alderman Woodward's 
Providing for the investigation of the city 
hall records was the topic of much discus- 
sion yesterday. 

Everybody was wondering whether the 
author was aiming at any particular office 
or whether he had in view the entire city 
hall department. All kinds of constructions 
were placed on the ordinance. Some said 
it was a scheme to get a fat place for a 
friend. Others belieyed it to be an honest 
effort to uncover official crookedness that he 


believes exists. 

“It is a plain business proposition,” said 
‘Alderman Woodward yesterday, “and it 
was introduced on a sound business basis. 
Every good business man has his books and 
accounts checked up and compared at least 
once a year. It’s good business policy. At- 
lanta has not in years had ner books check- 
ed up. It is due the people that they be 
shown how their affairs are being run. Not 
only that, but it is a good sound business 
policy and in the interest of good govern- 
ment.” 

“You did not have any particular depart- 
ment in view when you introduced that or- 
dinance, did you?’ Mr. Woodwnrd was 
asked. - 

“No, no particular department was in my 
7g when I introduced that ordinance. 

t is meant to cover all the departments.” 

After a moment’s hesitation Mr. Wood- 
ward went on: ‘ 

“I do know of instances where things have 
mot gone exactly right in the city offices. I 
think this investigation will show it all up. 
Why, the books have not been checked up in 
Many years and in case there is crooked- 
mess the people have a right to know it.” 

The job Mr. Woodward proposes to under- 
take by his resolution is a mammoth one. 

The finances of the city are conducted on 
the coupon plan and have been for two 
years. Each office, by this system, checks 
against the other and fraud or collusion 
is almost impossible. If practiced it cer- 
tainly would soon be detected. 

The records which Mr. Woodward pro- 
to investigate are mountain high, and 
through them properly would be the 

work of a year at least. 

The city pays out and collects $2,000,000 

rannum. “This is a mammoth business— 
arger than is done by any bank in the city. 
For every sum of monev paid out or taken 
in some showing has to be made and to go 
through and investigate all this will be a 
huge task. 

t will involve an expenditure ranging 
anywhere between five hundred and twenty- 
five hundred dollars. 

It is likely that the ordinance will pass. 
It was unanimously adopted at the meeting 
Monday, but when the question of the cost 
came up and there was some discussion as 
to whether $500 or $300 should be appro- 
priated for the work the ordinance was re- 
considered and referred to the finance com- 
mittee which will report to the next meeting 
of the council.

CUT OFF THE WATER. 


Atlanta Will Not Submit to Trifling, Even 
from the Government. 


The city of Atlanta will brook no violation 
of its ordinances, not though the great United 
States iteelf is the transgressor. 

Mr. Harrison’s administration has made 
the experiment and the outcome of it will 
be that the federal government will take 
water. 

There is no Chile business about this. Mr.

The red tape clerks at Washington would 
not pay the city’s bill for water used by the 
postofiice and custom house and yesterday 
the water was shut off. 

It came about in this way. When the 
February bill went in it was signed George 
S. Terry. The secretary of the water 
board did not add his title as he had former- 
ly done and payment was deferred while the 
clerks at Washington looked into the mat- 
ter. The bill for March was signed as the 
former bill had been and an inquiry came 
back from Washington to know who George 
Ss. bora 4 is. Still the bills were unpaid. 
When the April bill was presented the clerk 
gent back a long letter instructing the city 
waterworks department to make out its bill 
differently. Notice was served by the city 
yesterday upon C. C. Wimbish, the custo- 
dian of the public building, that if the water 
bills were not paid the water would be cut 
off. Wimbish had no authority to pay 
them and the city had the pipe tapped and 
the supply cut off from the public building. 

This is not exactly a case of freezeout, 
but of famishing the government into capit- 
ulation. The city of Atlanta can stand it 
if the United States can.

He spoke of 
the people's party movement, and compared 
it to the birth of an infant. Major Blance 
spoke for more than an hour. He began by 
life-long devotion to de- 
mocracy. He assailed the democrats, and 
said that if the democrats nominated Cleve 
land the people’s party will elect their 
candidate. He spoke of Judge Maddox get- 
ting another judge to fill his place, and 


going around making political speeches. He. 


said he was a candidate for no office, and 


did not want an office of any kind. He

THE BRIDGE COMMITTEE IS RESTIVE. 


It Has Asked Contractor Maher to “Hus- 
tle” the Work Along, or the City 
‘Will Take It.

The contract for the stonework is in the 
hands of Mr. Will RK. Maher. He began 
the work over two months ago, and for 
awhile it went ahead as fast as could be 
desired.

Two weeks ago the committeemen could 
bear it no longer. They held a meeting and 
had Mr. Maher before them to explain 
why the work was going so slow. 

In polite, but positive language they in- 
formed him that the work must go on more 
briskly, or the city would take the work in 
its hands and do it. 

Mr. Maher explained that the temporary 
cessation of work was due to his not being 
able te keep enough stone cutters to supply 
him with stone. : 

Engineer Grant Wilkins, who is acting 
for the city in this matter, was present and 
thought that Mr. Maher’s§ reasons were 

The meeting adjourned, Mr. Maher 
promising to do all in his power to carry on 
the work more rapidly than at first. 

That was two weeks ago. There has 
been no noticeable progress in the work 
since then, and the members of the bridge 
committee are on nettles again. 

They determined to use the spur on the 
contractor again. 

Two days ago Mr. Grant Wilkins, the 
engineer in charge, wrote to Mr. Maher a 
very pointed letter, telling him that unless 
he did the stonework more rapidly than it 
was now being done that the city would 
take charge and do the work. 

There ig a clause in the contract between 
the city and Mr. Maher, which gives the 
former the right to take charge of the work 
in case it is not done quick enough to suit 
the city. 

Now, the city proposes to exercise the 
right given in that clause unless the work 
fakes on a new lease of life, right away. 

Mr. Wilkins has not yet received a reply 
from Mr. Maher, and until he is heard 
eo and the letter can be conveyed to the 

ridge committee, no new action will be 
taken. 

T the meantime Dr. Turner and his as- 
sociates on the bridge committee are feel- 
ing anxious about the work. . 

Dr. Turner promised himself several 
months ago, to take a ride across the new 
bridge on July 4th next, and he is becoming 
afraid that he will not be able to fulfill 
that promise. 

July 1st is the date named in the con- 
tract for the completion of the work, and 
although that is but two months off, the 
bridge can be completed in that time if the 
rock foundation is promptly completed. 

The Phoenix Bridge Company, which has 
the contract for the bridgework, will have 
all of its material here in the next three 
weeks. Already $16,000 worth of it is 
here. | 

This firm estimates thatit can put up the 
bridge inside of a month, and if the stone- 
work is completed by June Ist, the bridge 
will be completed and open for travel by 
July ist. iy 

Dr. Turner says that if pushed properly 
the stonework can be finished in a month. 

The work already done by Mr. Maher is 
very satisfactory in character, the only ob- 
jection to it being that it is not done fast 


enough.
